The law firms of Rose, Heming- 
way, ' Cantrell —Loughborough, and 
Hamilton & Moses represented tht 
cities in that epochal fight, which re- 
sulted in a compromise rate being es- 
tablished under the indeterminate per- 
mit order of the federal court. 


Hope contributed about $2,000 of that 


$25,000 fund raised by mil the cities.
